Moreover, neither Hoffman et al. nor Han et al. teach the mutant of the 
presently claimed Invention. In addition, neither Hoffman et al. nor Han et al. 
disclose the activity of the presently claimed mutant Furthermore, neither 
Hoffman et al. nor Han et al. teach or suggest a kit to screen for compounds thai 
(nhibit PDE7. Thus, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been 
motivated to make the presently claimed kit and would also not have had a 
reasonable expectation of success. 

For at least these reasons, Hoffman et aL In view of Han et al. would not 
have made the presently claimed invention prima facie obvious to a person of 
brdinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made. Therefore, Applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the rejection.
